The address delivered on the occa­ 
sion of the dedication of the new High 
School Building Inst Monday evening 
by Dr. P. W. Horn, president of South­ 
western University, had

Mexico. “hotl>ed of Bolshevism”, 
and “among corn in people, more nu­ 
merous than most of ns realize.” here 
in our own country.

school men on tlie stuge w ith him to 
I*« nd thoir energies and their enthusi­ 
asm to teaching their students the

Robert J. Newton, of Sin Antonio, 
' Chairman of the tri-state commission 
made ilie following statement about its 
work and recommendations: 
“The National Tuberculosis Associa­ 
tion, estimates that there 4,7(M> deaths 
among any group of 2,500,000 males, 
20 years of age ami older, from tubercn 
losis annually. 
The latest 
reports 
Show a total Masonic populaton of 
2,040,000 In this country and of this 
number more tlitau 5,000 die of tuber­ 
culosis every year. 
“It is estimated that there are nine 
living eases for every death but this 
is a very conservative estimate. There

Felix Memlelssohn-Barllmhly. I lie imish al conqxiser. had a great 
IntelhH-tnal ane«*sti*y. b«*iiig a gramlstm of tlu* gn*ut .l<*wish philosopher, 
Moses .Memlel.s.sohn. one of the «*arliest adh«*rents ami teachers of the 
doctrine of religious toleranei*. 
He lived in the tim«* of Fred**ri«-k the 
Gr«*at of Prn.ssia. who honor«*«! him with the designation of "ргоГсч-Г«'«! 
.low," which gave him the fi44*«lom of B«*rlin in a time wiien .Tews 
as a ela.ss wer** eonfimxl to ««'rtaiii^tlistriets. 
He l»eliev«*d aiul taught 
that men sliouUl elioose tlie religion whleh U*st fittcxl their ш**ч1, and 
following this liellef b**< own children left the Jewish faith. 
He was 
of bumble parentage, liesides having a spinal affliction, and won his 
w*ay to renown through great hartishi4>s liy reason of hi.s own intel- 
Ьч-tual power. 
The grand.son. Felix, however, knew nothing of hardship, growing 
up in the midst of the most beautiful cultural and intellet*tual авж>- 
eiatioii. 
His mother. lK*ah Barthokly, was of a great Spanish family, 
and atxordiug to the Spani.sh « ustom her name was atUb'd to her bus- 
bund's in their children’s iiamt*— Mendelssohn-Bartholdy. 
She was a

It was the custom of
